A new kind of sleeve 
button has made $50,000 in five years 
for its patentee, and the simple twisting 
of safety pins in such a way that there 
is no possible danger of the point stick- 
ing in the child promises to enrich its 
owner beyona any of his early dreams 
of wealth. A man one day turned a 
piece of wire so as to hold a cork more 
securely in a bottle and forthwith some- 
body saw a brilliant idea and patented 
the modern wire stopper holder, which 
is now used annually on several million 
bottles. Tho accidental bending of a 
hairpin by a woman to prevent it from 
sliding out of her hair so easily produo 
ed a fortune for her husband, who im 
mediately saw the possibilities of a 
orinkled hairpin for women.

to produce and which revolutionize ex- 
isting methods of industry and me- 
chanics.

Corliss engine brought honors and dec- 
orations to its inventor and enabled 
him to amass a great fortune in a few 
yeais; Professor Bell found in his tele- 
phone not only theoouBuinmntiou of IILI 
early hopes aud ambitions, but a sub- 
stantial pecuniary reward, harveyizeci 
steel armor has become synonymous 
witb the inventor's name, and it briugb 
an annual income of huge proportions 
to its discoverer; Ehas Howe, the lu 
ventor of the sewing machine, realized 
over §3,000,QUO from his inventions 
and Nikola Tesla, though still young 
and rich in promises, finds an abun- 
dance of money in his work.—George

The minions of 
the gold trust were too numerous and 
powerfnl and bonds are to be issued to 
satisfy tbe syndicate.
